It will be the first postwar deer 
season and is expected to attract 
additional thousands of non-resi­ 
dent as well as resident hunters. 
Returning servicemen and former 
war workers, thousands of whom 
are now idle in the reconversion 
period, are expected to “take to 
the woods,” says 
I. 
H. (Bart) 
Bartlett cf the deer division of 
the Michigan 
Conservation 
De­ 
partment. 
The Conservation has prepared 
some 300,000 deer hunting licens­ 
es for 1945 in anticipation of the 
“big rush.” 
Last 
year 
229,000 
licenses were sold and 32 per cent, 
or 70,000 got their bucks. 
Prospects Are Good 
Prospects of filling their licenses 
are as good if not better than last 
year, according to the Conserva­ 
tion Department. More deer are 
reported in tallies made in Lower 
Michigan, and both deer and bear 
are reported plentiful above the 
straits. 
The 15-day season permits the 
licensed hunter to take one buck 
deer with horns extending not less 
than three inches from the skull, 
and a bear. From several places 
in the Upper Peninsula come re­ 
ports that bear are increasing in 
numbers and county boards, at the 
request of farmers, have petition­ 
ed to have bear removed from the 
protected list. 
At the Straits of Mackinac the 
state highway department is m ak­ 
ing special preparations to handle 
the rush of hunters coming to the 
Upper Peninsula next week. Four 
ferry boats will be available dur­ 
ing the peak rush period and will 
operate 24 hours a day as long as 
the rush lasts. A fifth vessel, the 
Chief Wawatam. will be called in­ 
to service if conditions warrant. 
Hazards Increase 
Last year about 14,500 hunters 
crossed the Straits, a figure only 
slightly below the 15,000 for 1941 
last pre-war season. 
Additional thousands of Upper 
Peninsula hunters, and 
out-state 
I linters arriving through Wiscon­ 
sin, will make the Northwoods a 
thickly populated place the last 


additional hunting season hazards, 
and the Conservation Department 
is concerned over the possibility 
of a record number 
of hunting 
deaths as well as a record deer 
kill. 
The light snowfall on Sunday is 
a foretaste of the weather hunters 
may expect this month. Most of 
the hunters will tent in the woods, 
others will go to camps, and some 
will have trailers. 
While a light snow makes for 
better hunting because the tracks 
of the quarry 
will 
be 
visible, 
hunters have in past years been 
caught by snowstorms far back in 
isolated sections. There have been 
seasons when

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C&NW FINISHES 
COALING PLANT 


Ash Handler Also Built; 
Cost Of Improvement 
Totals $70,000 


The Chicago & North Western 
Railway company has completed 
in its yards in Escanaba the con­ 
struction of a locomotive coaling 
chute and a multiple track 
ash 
handling plant at an approximate 
cost of $70,000, it was announced 
yesterday by T. M. Cassidy, Pen­ 
insula Division superintendent. 
Intial tests of the new automa­ 
tic equipment will be 
made to­ 
day, according 
to 
Leo 
Smith, 
division engineer. 
The locomotive 
coaling 
plant 
has 150-ton capacity and is en­ 
tirely automatic in its 
operation. 
The new plant will replace the 
old trestle-type 
coaling 
plant 
which was built in the 1880’s. 
$225,000 For Dock Repairs 
In the new coaling plant 
the 
coak is dumped 
from 
the 
cars 
into a hopper and from there 
is 
elevated to the top of a 
75-foot 
tower and is dumped into a stor­ 
age space. From there the coal is 
released to flow into the locomo 
tives, and two of the engines can 
load at the same time. 
The multiple track ash handling 
plant is also automatic in its op­ 
eration and, like the coal chute, 
ends the necessity for hand labor 
in coaling and disposing of ashes 
from the locomotives. 
The 
ash 
handler replaces the old-type cin­ 
der pit. The new plant draws the 
ashes from the pit, elevates them 
and then dumps them into a car 
for hauling away. 
The C&NW is also planning to 
spend about $250,000 this coming 
winter in repairing ore docks No. 
5 and No. 6. The work Is expect­ 
ed to start about Nov. 15 and be­ 
tween 150 and 175 men will 
be 
employed—lf the labor is 
avail­ 
able. The division engineer 
said 
that carpenters, carpenter’s help­ 
ers and laborers will be needed. 
Work At Niagara 
The work will include general 
repairs to the two timber 
docks. 
Major repairs will be made to 80 
steel ore chutes, and the balance 


of the work will be in timber re­ 
placements. 
Under 
a 
contract with • the 
C&NW, C. G. Bridges, 
Escanaba 
contractor, started work the first 
of the month to construct track­ 
age at Niagara where an improve­ 
ment project is under way. Cost 
of the trackage under the 
con­ 
tract will be $55,000. 
The service tracks will be lo­ 
cated on the side of a bluff and 
will 
require 
considerable 
rock 
excavation for their installation. 


Relief For High 
Blood Pressure 
In Saltless Diet 
Chicago, (SS)—New angles on 
high blood pressure appear in two 
reports in the Journal of the Am­ 
erican Medical Association here. 
A salt-free diet treatment will 
help some patients, Dr. 
Arthur 
Grollman and collaborators of the 
Southwestern Medical College re­ 
port on the basis of animal stud­ 
ies and trials in patients. 
The importance of the cortex, 
or outer part, of the adrenal gland 
for the development or m ainten­ 
ance of essential hypertension, one 
kind of high blood 
pressure, 
is 
suggested by Dr. George A. Perera 
of Columbia University College of 
Physicians and Surgeons. 
This suggestion is based on ex­ 
perience with a patient who had 
high blood pressure and subse­ 
quently developed Addison's dis­ 
ease, an ailment resulting from 
lack of the hormone produced by 
the cortex of the adrenal glands. 
His blood pressure continued high 
while the Addison’s disease was 
being treated with synthetic ad- 
ren-ocorticohormone. When, how­ 
ever, he was treated 
with 
salt 
alone instead 
of 
the 
synthetic 
gland chemical, his blood pressure 
dropped to normal limits. 
The mechanism by which the 
adrenal gland 
cortical 
hormone 
affects blood pressure is a matter 
for speculation, Dr. Perera com­ 
ments.

The 1.500-ton fleet-type subm a­ 
rine is the last of 28 sim ilar ves­ 
sels built by the Manitowoc Ship­ 
building company and was com­ 
missioned in August of this year. 
It will be on view here again to­ 
day from 1:30 to 5 and from 7 to 9 
p. rn. The public is invited to in­ 
spect the ship but admission is by 
ticket only. 
The tickets may be

Mero can cruise on the surface in 
excess of 15 knots an hour: sub­ 
merged more than five knots.

The deer enjoys a b etter life 
j today than his kinfolks did three 
centuries ago, w’hen there w e re no 
high-pow ered rifles and bustling 
highways to disturb his peace. 
He has a better chance to live 
a long and happy life, is fairly 
certain of th ree square m eals a 
1 day. 
Take the state of Maine, for in- 
i stance. 
Right now there are IO 
; times as m any deer in 
M aine as 
I there w ere w hen the Indians ran 
j the place. We do not k now how' 
this figure was reached, for it is 
doubtful that the Indians 
b o th ­ 
ered them selves 
w ith 
fish and 
I gam e statistics, but, 
an y w a y that 
is w’hat the experts say an d you 
j have to believe them. 
What is true in M aine is g ener- 
i ally true in 
othei states. 
Deer 
1 herds grow' thicker every 
year 
despite the fact that th ere 
is a 
continual increase in the n u m b er 
! of folks who hunt them dow n. 
The reason for 
this is plain. 
H unters pay millions of 
dollars 
yearly for the privilege of p u r­ 
suing venison steaks, and a good 
chunk of this m oney is em ployed 
for the protection and b etterm en t 
of the breed. 
This m ay be difficult 
for bull 
I fighters an d some others to sw al­ 
low, but m a n has actually proved 
to be th e d ee r’s best friend. 
Years ago deer lived in the low ­ 
lands and close to rivers. V ege­ 
tation w as lush, the grub good, 
but the d eer W’as exposed to m any 
enemies. 
It was no trick at all 
for a R edskin to bum p off th ree or 
four bucks before breakfast. 
When th e w hite m an cam e and 
moved inland, deer w ere forced 
into the higher wooded country, 
w’here th ey 
w ere 
a soft touch 
for n atu ral predators— the wolf, 
panther and m ountain lion. 
But the w h ite m an invaded the 
forests, too, in quest of lum ber, 
and killed off these enem ies as I c 


w ent along. 
Suddenly the deer 
discovered 
that the m ountain areas w ere not 
a bad place to live, after all. 
Along about 1875 m an got a 
little out of 
hand 
and 
began 
slaughtering deer 
so 
recklessly 
that the herds 
w’ere 
threatened 
with extinction. 
T h at’s w hen states stepped in, 
established closed seasons, areas 
and limits. 
Herds increased 
in 
num ber until now they are larger 
than ever before. 
So well have 
they prospered 
th a t in m any com m unities 
deer 
are regarded 
as 
pests 
w hich 
break down fences to raid lettuce 
patches and tram ple 
vegetable 
and flower gardens. At Banff, A l­ 
berta. a golf 
course had 
to be 
fenced to keep them from chewing 
up the greens. 
G am e w ardens 
receive 
m any 
letters of protest from people w’ho 
live in the back country. 
W ardens have a standard 
reply 
to this effect: “The offended p e r­ 
sons moved into the country b e­ 
cause they sought to be close 
to 
nature. Now they are beefing b e ­ 
cause n atu re ’s subjects visit them 
in their very back yards. Deer 
have the right of way. If people 
don’t like it they should m ove 
back to tow’n and put up in 
an 
apartm ent.” 
T h at’s w hat w e m ean w h en w’e
